The 
lueatiou  ia  a favorable  one  It  is  in  the  cen 
ter  ol  the  State  on  the  main  line  of  the  I^<uis 
v i 1 1«*  and  Nashville  Railroad,  in  a prjwpcr 
ons  and  populous  portion  of  the  State.  The 
attendanee.  therefore,  was  larger  tlutn  us 
ual.  every  part  of  the  State  being  repiaaent- 
ed. 

The  Baptists  of  Alabama  have  been  eon 
stantly  growing  with  the  passing  years. 
There  are  now  seventy-seven  Asaoeiftiona. 
2 014  churches  and  185,728  members.  There 
were  over  four  hundred  present  as  messen- 
gers and  visitors.  Everybody  was.  royally 
and  generously  entertained  bv  the  hospitable 
ehureh  at  Greenville. 

The  pastor  of  the  entertaining  ehureh  gave 
an  unique  address  of  woleome,  short  and 
hearty.  L.  L.  Gwaltney  is  a Virginian  in 
his  second  pastorate  in  Alabama,  lutving 
served  some  time  at  Prattville.  The  re 
s|K»nse  to  the  address  of  welcome  was  hv  ed- 
itor Frank  Barnett  of  the  Alabama  Baptist 
He  exceeded  Pastor  Gwaltney  in  brevity 
and  equalled  him  in  pith  and  point  Every 
body  greatly  enjoyed  this  too  often  Iry  part 
of  the  Convention  program. 

An  unusually  interesting  feature,  of  the 
proceedings  was  the  session  given  over  to 
hearing  from  every  district  and  nearly  ev 
ery  county  of  the  State  through  pastors  at 
work  in  different  sections.  This  revialed 
the  position  of  Baptists,  their  difficulties, 
greatest  needs,  and  most  helpful  signs  in  ev 
ery  portion  of  the  field.  Secretary  \\  B 
Crumpton  had  written  to  the  proper  |>er*ons 
previous  to  the  meeting  indicating  quest  >ns 
whieh  it  was  desired  to  have  answered. 
Speakers  for  the  most  part  gave  quite  sat 
isfactory  answers.  This  method  of  discuss 
ing  State  Missions  is  hereby  commended  to 
those  who  make  programs  for  conventions  in 
other  states  It  is  a success. 

The  earnestness  and  directness  of  the  fea- 
tures of  the  program  were  manifest  The 
prayers  were  short  and  direct.  There  Were 
many  prayers  for  special  objects,  and  few 
general,  long  prayers.  Devotional  moments 
were  frequent  and  helpful. 

Brother  K.  E.  Pettus.  of  Huntsville,  was 
chosen  president  a second  time  and  .lildgc 
H.  S D.  Mallory,  of  Selina,  and  W.  W.Cump 
bell,  of  Tuskegee,  were  re-elected  vice  pres- 
idents. These  are  three  of  the  most  tmn 
secrated  laymen  in  the  State;  they  lire  al 
held  in  high  esteem  among  the  brethren 

The  sessions  of  the  Convention  were  call 
ed  to  order  promptly  and  the  business  was 
dispatched  on  time.  Each  sitting  attend'  d 
to  the  business  arranged  for  it  and  it  was  not 
earned  forward  to  interfere  with  that  ar 
ranged  for  subsequent  sessions. 

The  Convention  sermon,  by  Rev.  J.  I). 
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Gwaltney,  of  New  Decatur.  w«s  a model  in 
thought,  spirit,  adaptation  and  go-*d  horn 
iletica.  He  delivered  no  casay  nor  theolog 
jeal  dissertation  hut  an  inspiring  goapel  '<r 
mon  The  text  was  from  Philippians  I 1C 
“1  count  not  myself  yet  to  have  apprehend 
cd.”  The  topic  suggested  w as  the  ' I nr.  *t 
of  Faith.”  Three  main  divisions  were  dia 
cussed.  1.  ‘‘Upward  aim  of  faith  toward 
the  appropriation  of  God.”  2 “Inward  aim 
of  faith  toward  the  attainment  of  chara** 
ter.”  3.  “Outward  amt  of  faith  toward  the 
accomplishment  of  service. 

Highest  interest  was  reached  when  the  re- 
port of  the  educational  commission  was  di* 
cussed  This  commission  was  created  last 
year  and  only  in  February  secured  it'  first 
secretary  in  Dr.  \\  J.  h I ox.  of  Mot  il  • 
Since  that  time  $8,035  11  has  been  raised  and 
turned  over  to  the  schools  Outside  of  this 
it  was  reported  that  $3,197  fit  for  Howard 
College.  *11.496  33  for  Jildsoii  ladi  « C l 
lege.  $2,147  05  for  Newton  Institute,  amt 
$22,551  47  for  endoWkuent  had  been  euntnb 
uted  by  the  Baptists  of  the  State  during  the 
year.  The  commission  seems  determined 
to  look  after  all  the  Baptist  school*  of  Ala 
bama.  Representative*  of  these  iiistjfu 
tions  were  heard  and  th  re  was  el  arlv  man 
ifest  the  necessity  to  increase  the  property 
and  equipment  of  theac  school*  A better 
day  will  surely  dawn  for  tin-  B*pt'«i  insti- 
tutions of  this  State. 

A spirited  discussion  arose  over  the  time 
and  place  of  next  meeting.  Enterprise  mane 
a strong  fight  for  the  session  of  next  year 
Finally  Jasper,  the  place  recommended  by* 
the  committee  was  ehoaen  by  s gf*od  majori- 
ty.

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The  Necessity  of  an  Integrated 

By  John  1*.  Hcmby. 

No.  I. 

The  greatest  moral  demand  upon  tile  in 
dividual  I hristian  and  the  Christianity  of 
today  is  the  integration  ami  ur  ific-ation  of 
the  individual  and  the  public  conacienct?.  A 
general  survey  of  society  as  now  constituted 
will  reveal  a diseased  .moral  condition  which 
has  resulted  -in  the  disintegration  ana  seg 
regation  of  our  social  organism  into  iquiat 
ural  and  hostile  parts  The  cure’  of  this 
disease  and  the  restoration  of  the  public 
conscience  to  an  indivisible  unit  is  the  deep- 
est need  of  the  pre-seitt  generation.  The 
Christianity  of  the  past  spoke  its  manage 
of  civil,  social  and  moral  righteousness  to 
the  individual,  and  sought  to  regulate  hi* 
behavior  in  all  the  relations  of  life-  hL  re- 
lation as  companion,  as  parent,  as  riiizrri  and 
as  subject  of  God’s  spiritual  kingdom.  “But 
there  lias  come  to  the  modern  world  sileli’  a 
sudden  and  vust  expansion  of  romnubrial 
and  political”  power  that  the  present  meth- 
ods of  dealing  with  thee  onditions  it.  has 
brought  about  an*  too  puny  and  powerless 

We  face  fields  of  human  c<  udiict  as  mi|K»r 
taut  in  their  nature,  ami  as  vast  in  their  ox: 
tent  ns  the  mission  fields  on  foreign  conti- 
nents, that  are  yet  unentered  and  uiitoueh  d 
by  the  unifying  and  dignifying  fore  -s  of 
Christianity,  (.first iahiu-  by  1-r  irn';  in-- 
and  unifying  forces  must  en».  r ti  - fie  Ms 
ami  subjugate  them  to  the  rightful  author 
ity  of  her  Master,  “simply  became*  lie  iw  th 
moral  King  of  all  men  and  the  spiritual  s iv 
ercign  of  all  life.”  She  lias  failed  to  j! 
this,  not  because  her  moral  standard  isi  noi 
high  enough,  hut  because  her  ethical  sys 
tern  has  been  narrowed  and  negle-ted  until 
it  is  too  small  and  impotent  to  grappb  with 
the  giant  forces  which  repudiate  her  a itlmr- 
ity  and  contest  her  right  to  rule  in  matters 
of  social  and  civic  life] 

“Consequently  we  frequently  splTcr 
from  the  moral  disease  of  a divided  -con- 
science. And  that  disease  is  often  hiost 
apparent  among  so-called  Christian  pebple 
We  have  as  many  moral  standards  as  th-n- 
are  varieties  of  pursuits  and  professions 
among  men  There  are  separate  and  qften 
conflicting  codes  of  ethics  for  every  iqiierr 
of  human  occupation.' every  class  of  hijuian 
action  and  every  plane  of  human  existlne* 
So  that,  as  one  passes  out  of  one  sphere, 
into  another;  or  should  change  I is  aejions 
from  one  class  to  another,  his  conscience  is 
governed  in  its  operations  by  a different 
code  of  ethics. 

lienee  that  class  of  actions  which  con- 
science would  reprove  in  one  sphere,  it  Would 
exeuae  in  another.  It  will  thus  be  keen 
that  the  “vojee  of  conscience  is  often  Keen, 
clear  and  imperative”  in  its  approval  or 
disproval  of  the  methods  and  conduct  in  a 
given  sphere  of  human  activity:  and  “muf- 
fled. confused  and  all  but  silent  in  anoth- 
er. For  instance,  wj»  are  often  sti^L--* 
for  New  Testament  orthodoxy  ami  Biblical 
chureh  polity,  and  excessively  lax  in  our 
social  customs,  commercial  integrity  and 
political  morality.  This  strange  incotisis- 
teuey  staggers  the  reason  and  causes  think- 


ing men  to  doubt  the  divine  origin  of  Chris 
t.aiuty,  ami  to  deny  its  ( tt<  «-tn eues*  in  the 
transformation  of  the  lives  of  men.  “t  »n 
frequently,  our  moral  gait  is  halting”  ami 
Christianity  moves  at  a slow  pare  in  its  Work 
•vf  purifying  the  moral  nenumriit  of  man 
and  eh  wiling  his  conception  of  honor  and 
light.  “What  we  need  is  the  eo-ontiuatiou 
of  our  ethical  instincts,”  and  to  unify  our 
disintegrated  conscience  into  a compact  en- 
tity; and  to  allow  it*  operations  to  lie  gov- 
erned by  a divinely  established,  and  there- 
fore a uniform  rule  of  action.  When  this 
need  is  om*e  realized  and  met,  au  integral 
coftacieuce  will  go  with  a man  as  his  guide 
ami  governor  into  whatever  sphere  of  hu- 
ll.an  endeavor  he  may  choose  to  enter.

THE  INUjl TT 1 ES  OF  THE  CO M M ER( i AL 
AND  INDUSTRIAL  WORLD. 

Forty  year*  ago  the  scarcity  of  the  mil 
lioiiaire  made  hun  a novelty  ami  a wonder 
in  the  business  world.  But  the  multiplica- 
tion of  this  rare  creature  of  forty  years  ag  • 
has  been  so  phenoininally  rapid  that  on*- 
stops  wondering  at  the  uniqueness  of  th* 
ci eat ure  to  wonder  at  the  prolificnes*  of  thi* 
specie  of  the  human  family.  But  the  world 
has  become  so  familiar  with  the  story  of  gi 
gantie  business  “enterprises  which  have 
climbed  to  dizzy  heights  of  unpreeedente  I 
financial”  and  |ioliti-al  power,  that  it  ha-< 
sought  to  know  the  cause  and  learn  th*- 
methods  by  which  they  accumulate  *u«h 
prodigious  fortunes  in  so  short  a time.  Th 
exposures  made  in  the  last  few  years  by 
sone  publications,  by  investigating  commit 
tees  and  court*  of  inquiry,  are  simply  ap 
palling.  TV  raauHa  of  theae  iuveati^ition 
show  an  alarming  degree  of  commercial  ami 
political  iniquity  and  civic  unrighteousness 
It  is  no  longer  doubted  by  a thinking  public 
neither  can  it  he  sm-ei-ssfully  contradicted 
by  the  commercial  and  industrial  worlds 
that  these  collosal  fortune*  have  been  ae 
cumulated  by  delilM-mte  policies  of  com 
mcyeial  assassination,  and  the  "ruthl*-** 
crowding  to  the  wall  by  the  use  of  foul 
m ans.  nil  honest  competitors.  “There  are 
flagrantly  dishonest  collusions  with  th* 
great  transportation  corporations,  whereby 
not  only  utterly  unfair  advantage*  arc  sc 
cured  over  all  competitors,  but  the  honest 
profits  of  these  rivals  arc  directly  taxed  t 
pay  tribute  into  the  treasury  of  the  trust* 
There  is  solemn  perjury  committed  before 
courts  of  justice  and  invi-stigating  commit 
tees.

Now,  I have  no  desire  to  enter  into  a |>o- 
litieal  discussion,  nor  shall  I suffer  myself 
to  la-  drawn  into  such,  hut  this  letter  being 
address,  d to  me.  a pastor  and  voter  in 
Chicasaw  county,  1 feel  constrained  to  say 
a few  things  which  1 have  had  in  my  heart 
lo  say  for  som  ■ time. 

It  is  my  candid  conviction  that  every 
preacher  should  he  a citizen  in  every  sense 
of  the  term  that  he  should  he  a man  of  def- 
inite conviction,  and  vote  accordingly,  but 
I don’t  believe  it  is  just  the  thing  for  a pas- 
tor to  line  up  publicly  with  poli'ieal  factions 
and  take  the  stump  in  the  conijnon  mud- 
slingirtg  which  seems  to  be  a favorite  weap- 
on w ith  many  politicians. 

The  Apostle  Pan]  said:  "All  things  aw 
Ihw'uI  unto  me,  hut  all  things  are  not  ex 
pedient,”  which  might  apply  to  polities  as 
well  as  going  to  law  or  eating  meals.  The 
preacher  who  enters  polities  and  speaks  and 
like  other  men.  is  liable  to  he  misunderstood 
and  e.  nsured,  and  is  likely  to  be  drawn  late- 
unpleasant  controversies.
